By a sweeping majority, Hon. Joseph 
M. Brown, opposing Governor Hoke 
Bmith for a second term as chief execu- 
tive of the atate of Georgia, carried Ful- 
ton county in the Democratic primary 
neid yesterday. 

He was nominated by the voters of his 
opponent's home county, receiving 2,038 
more yotes than Mr, Smith. 

Mr. Brown's triumph was more 
nounced in the city than in the county~ 
Out of the eight wards, he carried 
seven, losing in the Fourth, and then by 
a majority of only !|7 votes. 

Big Majority in City. 

The total vote in the city was, Brown, 
6.423, and Smith, 6,066, giving Brown 4 
majority of 1,357 in Atianta. ° 

Of the fourteen county precincts, Mr. 
frown was the choice in eight of them, 
with Cook to hear from. 

The total vote tm the county was, 
1.375: Smith. 1,412, this county, 
of course, excluding Cook’s district. 
The majority outside the city was 313. ~ 

As to the race in the elity, the distinct 
surprise of the campaign had its origin 
in the Sixth, Mr. Smith's home ward. 
While it was realized that the race would 
have this as one of its fiercest battling 
points, it was not thought that Mr. 
Rrown would win out by any majority 
as large as 199 votes.

Farly in the afternoon it was apparent 
that Brown would receive the nomina- 
tion, insomuch as Fulton was concerned, 
and his supporters grew confident early, 
this coming from the reports of victory 
throughout the county. 

But that he would get such an over- 
whelming majority was undreamed of 
until the count of the heavy vote in the 
different city wards neared completion at 
about 9 o’clock in the evening.

BANKS TO PAY 
TO UNCLE SAM 


Hereafter There Will Be In- 
terest on Government 
Funds. 


Washington, June 4-—Under_ the 
terms of the new currency law, passed 
by in the closing hours of 
the last session, banks in which funds 
of the government are deposited must 
hereafter pay interest for use of such 
funds. An exception is made in: the 
case of those banking associations de- 
signated as national depositories in 
which funds are placed strictly for the 
use of the government’s own expenses. 

There are outstanding about $72,000,- 
000 of government funds on which in- 
terest must be paid by banks and by 
an odd coincidence a similar amount 
rests in depositories not subject to the 
tax. It was stated at the treasury de- 
partment yesterday that not only 
would the tax be charged on all de- 
posits of government money made in 
the future, but that the tax would be 
payable. on funds already deposited 
in banks from the time the new law 
became effective. The rate of interest 
chargeable is to be not less than | per 
cent, and as much more as the secre- 
tary of the treasury may deem proper. 
For the present, however, the probable 
rate of interest will be |! per cent per 
annum. 

In the south and west each year 
huge sums of money are necessary to 
move the crops and government funds 
have frequently aided greatly in re- 
lieving the situation. During the re- 
cent stringency there was a cry for 
government funds from fhe crop cen- 
ters. Hereafter banks must pay for 
money lent by the government to move 
crops.

These Moantains Are Just Across 
the Line From the Country 
Infested by Feudists. 


Bristol, Va., June 4.—A report from 
Wise county, Virginia, which has -not 
yet been confirmed, says that Mine Su- 
perintendent Ww. KF Kellev. of a Wise 
county coal mining company, who mys- 
teriously disappeared in the Black 
mountains over a week ago, has not 
been located. 

Kelley is about ‘the fourth person 
since Edward L. Wentz. the voune 
Philadelphia millionaire, sudgemy 
disappeared fn these mountains, though 
none of the others were ever found. 

About five years ago young Wentz 
was lost and though a reward of.$1!50,- 
000 was Offered for his body, and hun- 
dreds of men scoured the mountains for 
weeks, it was six months before his 
body was found. It was riddled with 
bullets. Later, J. F. Gearhart, a Bris- 
tol insurance man, disappeared in the 
Black mountains, and was never heard 
from. 

About a year ago Walter Kent, a 
young Pennsylvania engineer, was lost 
in the Black mountains and was never 
found, and his relatives have never 
heard from him since.

Impromptu Torchlight Parade. 


Someone thought of the torches used 
in the torchlight parade of Wednesday 
night. and a rush was made for them, 
and an impromptu parade was formed. 

Down Marietta street it went in mar- 
tial array, some 400 or 500 being in line. 
but with their flaming lights illumining 
a path as they moved along.

Every building in the city was bril- 
liantly illuminated, and Atlanta took on 
a carnival appearance. Men came down 
town and brought their wives and chil- 
dren. Others were more selfish and took 
in the sights ‘by themselves, or went to 
the clubs for more convivial company. 

Atlanta was out for a night of it, and 
a night of it was had. Every time a 
bulletin was flashed on the screen fa- 
vorable to the crowd which was watch- 
ing, a cheer went up which was heard 
all over town.

MAJOR DREYFUS SHOT 
AT ZOLA CELEBRATION 


Bullets F.ied as Body of Author 
Is Placed 
Pantheon, 


WOUNDS OF OREYFUS 
ARE HOT DANGEROUS 


Panic Caused by Murderous Attempt 
and Many Women Fainted. 
Assnilant of Dreyfus 
Is a Newspaper 
‘Man. 


Paris, June 4.—Just at the close of 
the ceremonies attending the canoniza- 
of Emile Zola, in the Pantheon 
today, when the president of France, 
the premier, and a host of ministers 
of state were taking their departure, 
louis Anthehene Gregori, a military 
writer of note, drew a revolver, and 
fired two shots point-blank at Major 
Aifred Dreyfus, for whose liberty Zola 
fought and won. 

Men distinguished in all 
life filled the pantheon, and

ated a profound impression. Soldiers 
speedily surrounded Gregori,

Dreyfus Not Seriously Injured. 


Dreytus was not seriously in- 
jured. A bullet entered his forearm, 
but did mot injure the bone. At a late 
hour tonight the officia] statement was 
made that his condition was very fa- 
vorable, and that no complications were 


feared. 

The affair has created a tremendous 
sensation in Paris, and the motive of 
the would-be assagsin is the cause of 
much mystification, for Gregori instead 
of being an ordinary fanatic, such as 
is carried away by the political pas- 
sions of the moment, is a man of ma- 
ture age, having been born in 1844, and 
was highly esteemed in the circles 
where he ‘was known. Although born 
of Italian parents, he has been an ar- 
dent Frenchman for years, and has 
written authoritatively on military sub- 
jects, enjoving close relations with 
many hig. French officers. 

His friends are at a loss to under- 
stand what induced him to commit such 
a foolhardy act, and many are disposed 
to question his statement that he sim- 
ply shot as an individual to protest 
against the participation of the army in 
the ceremonies attending the placing of 
the ashes of Zola in the Pantheon.

Other Stories Afloat.

Semitic papers have been filled since the 
government resolved to place the body 
of Zola in the Pantheton. The State of 
this feeling can be gauged by an inter- 
view with Henri Rochef Ort, editor of 
the Patrie, which is published tonight, 
and in which he says: 

“It would have been a glorious death 
for Dreyfus. It would have been his 
first and only time under fire.’ 

It was definitely established 
afternoon that Gregori fired the 
Shot from behind Dreyfus, the bal] pen- 
etrating the sleeve of his coat and bury- 
ing itself in a flower pot at the base of 
the catafalque. When Dreyfus wheeled 
at the sound of the detonation he threw 
up his left arm over his head.. The 
Becond shot was fired point-blank at 
his breast, the bullet -entering-. the 
wrist ang ranging upwards.

Rome, June 4.—During the discussion 
of the foreign office budget in the cham. 
ber of deputies today, Signor Titton!], 
the foreign minister, delivered a speech

Men, the Friends of the Sec- 
retary Say-.He Will 
Win on the First 
Ballot. 


~ Chicago, June 4—Political activity 
ecmmenced in earnest today around the 
auditorium and the auditorium annex 
and tne Coliseum, where the republi- 
can national convention is soon to he 
held. The Cannon headquarters were 
permanently opened in the auditorium 
and the announcement was made by a 
number of the politician's friendiy to 
candidates other than William H. Taft, 
that Foraker headquarters will be 
opened tonight or tomorrow in the 
Great Northern hotel. Charles F. 
Kurts, of Columbus, Ohio, who has 
been a Foraker ileutenant for thirty 
years, is to have charge of the sena- 
tor’s intereste. 

Charles P. Taft, of Cincinnati, brother 
of the secretary of war, came to Chi- 
eago today and promptly announced 
that he expected the secretary to be 
nominated without difficulty on the first 
ballot. He smiled as he cautioned lis- 
teners to remember that he was a pre- 
Judiced witness, but asserted that there 
was no doubt in his mind that only one 
ballot would be cast. He said, that, in 
his opinion, the figures of the Taft bu- 
reauu should be taken seriously,  be- 
cause “our figures from the beginning 
of the fight for the republican nomina- 
tion have always been nearer right than 
those of the other fellows.” 

Vice presidential gossip was prom!- 
nent today for the first time, the 
names of Senator J. P. Dolliver. ef 
Towa, and James Sherman, of New York. 
being mentioned. John Hays Ham- 
mond, the well-known mining engineer, 
was also talked of. 

At the headquarters of Joseph G. Can- 
non, it was declared that the estimates 
of strength made by the Taft people 
were largely overdrawn, and John 
Eversman, the confidential man of Coa- 
gressman McKinley, of Champaign, who 
is In charge of the headquarters at the 
present time, asserted that the Illinois 
candidate would not only have mo-ze 
etrength than hag generally been cred- 
ited to him, but that the Taft people 
would not be able to show more than 
$60 votes on the first ballot. 

The republican national committee 
will meet tomorrow at noon to hear 
evidence in contests for the seating of 
delegates on temporary roll. 


PEARLING FLEET DESTROYED. 


Typhoon Causes the Loss of 270 
Lives. 


Victoria, British Columbia, June 4.— 
The Canadian-Australian liner Manuka 
has arrived here bringing news of the 
destruction of the pearling fleet in a ty- 
phoon off West Australia, involving the 
loss of forty luggers and 270 HMves, twen- 
ty betng whites, 

The disaster to the fleet of pearling 
lug@ere occu hear Thursday island, 
a typhoon striki the fleet just as it 
was starting for the pearling grounds, 
completely wrecking some and driving 
others ashore. About twenty Australian 
pearlers were lost. Other victims were 
Malays, Manila men, Japanese and Kan- 
akas. Survivorg reported harrowing ex- 
periences, some being picked up in the 
last stages of exhaustion after having 
cut away their masts and clinging to the 
wrecked hulks while sharks followed, 
waiting for the exhausted men to drop 
from the wreckage. Many were rescued 
by the steamer Parro, sent from Broome 
ae a relief steamer. The bodies of some 
of the victims imwere eaten by sharks. 
The beach near Broome presented a ter- 
rible sight, covered with wreckage and 
bodies.

Dr. Grenfell's Battle With Hun- 
pet-Crazed Pack 


BATTLED ON AN ICE PACK 


> 


For Forty Hours Grenfell Strove to 
Save His Life From the Dogs. 
He Succeeded, but Was 
Bitten Severely. 


St. Johns, N. F., June 
for forty hours against a pack of hun- 
ger-maddened dogs on an ice pack off 
the coast of Labrador, with the temper- 
ature 10 below zero, and with only a 
knife to defend himself from being torn 
to pieces by the savage brutes, is the 
thrilling experience that Dr. Wilfred 
Grenfell, the celebrated missionary- 
physician, has recently passed through. 
The story of Dr, Grenfell’s escape from 
death is told by Captain W. Bartlett, 
of the steamer Strathcona, which has 
just arrived here from the north. Cap- 
tain Bartlett was with Commander 
Peary on several of his expeditions to 
the Arctic. 

Dr. Grenfell had left Hattle-Harbor, 
Labrador, to attend several patientg at 
another settlement ten miles distant, 
and wag traveling over the ice with a 
pack of dogs, when he found himself 
driven off the coast by a moving ice 
field. 

Carried Inte Water. 


Before he realized it he was in an 
area covered only with broken drift ice, 
and before he could stop the dogs the 
animals had carried him into the water. 
The dogs attempted to climb on Dr. 
Grenfell’s back and he was obliged to 
fight them before he was able to climb 
onto a solid piece of drift ice. The dogs 
also succeeded in saving themselves. 

With the wind blowing a gale from 
the northwest, a temperature 10 below 
zero and night at hand, the doctor 
would have been frozen to death, for 
his clothing was saturated, but for the 
originality and ingenuity he displayed. 

Taking off his skin boots he cut them 
in halves and placed the pieces over his 
back and chest to shield those parts of 
his body from the blast. As the wind 
and cold increased, when night came on 
he determined to kill three of the dogs 
to afford him more warmth and to sup- 
ply the other beasts with food, fearing 
that becoming hungry they would tear 
him to pieces. 

Attacked Him Savagely. 


As it was, they attacked him savage- 
ly, and he was bitten terribly about the 
hands and legs. He spent a trying 
night. He wrapped himself up in the 
skins of the dead dogs but still found 
it so cold that he repeatedly had to run 
about the ice to keep up the circulation 
of the blood. Hoping that the next day 
he-would be in sight of land, though 
the fast ice was fast receding from the 
shore, the doctor took the legs of the 
dead dogs and, binding them together, 
made a pole, to the top of which he 
attached part of his shirt tto serve as a 
signal and this eventually proved to be 
his salvation, for the flag was seen by 
JYeorge Reil and otherg of Lockes Cove, 
Mare Bay, and they effected his res- 
cue, 

Dr. Grenfell was made a companion 
of the Order of St. Michael and _ “S8t. 
George two years ago by King Edward. 
His work is supported largely by Amer- 
icans,

JOB REFUSED TO GRANT. 


Union Generar Once Applied for 
Position in St. Louis. 


St. Louis, Mo. June 4.—A document 
was uncovered in the office of City Reg- 
istrar Regan yesterday which shows 
that General UU’. S. Grant, in 1859, applied 
to the county of St. Louis for a posi- 
tion as county engineer and was re- 
fused the place, 

At that time the position of county 
engineer was poorly paid, and its prin- 
cipal duties dealt with construction of 
county bridges and similar work. 

The paper was discovered while a 
search was being made through old rec- 
ords for an old St. Louts county docu- 
ment. 

The paper was unmarked except by a 
pencil note on the back stating that it 
was the “application of U. ‘8. Grant, 
1859."" It was a recommendation written 
by I. J. Reynolds, a West Point gradu- 
ate, and ghum of Grant. Reynolds was 
then professor of engineering and me- 
chanics at Washington University. The 
paper was attested by S. M. Frost, who 
explained that he also had been a chum 
of Grant at West Point, and had eerved 
eight years with him in the army. That 
General Grant did not get the position 
which he asked for is shown by the fail- 
ure of his name to appear in the coun- 
ty roster of that date. 


WANTS RECEIVER NAMED. 


Asks for Receiver for the 


Breese 
Norfolk and Oceanview. 


Norfolk, Va., June 4.—Charleg Parker 
Breese. suing for the benefit of him- 
self and others similarly situated, today 
filed a petition in the United States 
court asking for the appointment of a 
receiver for the Norfolk and Ocean 
View railroad, formerly the Bay Shore 
railway, long in litigation here.

BIG AUDITORIUM 
FOR DEMOCRATS 


National Delegates Will “Meet 
in Magnificent Structure 


HUGE STAGE NEAR CENTER 


Acoustics Perfect and Speakers Can 
Be Heard From Every Part of 
the Building—The Audito- 
rium Will Seat 12- 

500 People. 


Denver, Col., June 4.—Costing $550,- 
000, seating !2,500 people, containing 
probably the most perfect heating and 
ventilatting system of any public build- 
ing in the world, Denver’s monster aud- 
itorium will throw open its doors June 
27 to welcome the long list of conven- 
tions to be held in Denver this sum- 
mer. 

The seating arrangements, decora- 
tions and other arrangements for the 
democratic national convention that will 
convene in the auditorium July 7, have 
been completed and accepted by the 
national committee. The hall will ac- 
commodate more than 12,500 people and 
the first floor alone will have 6,000 
regular seats. 

The auditorium is constructed so that 
the huge stage is near the center of 
the building. Being built on this plan, 
one-half of the structure can be used 
as a theater, the other half being en- 
tirely shut off by the flies and wings 
of the stage. On the occasion of a big 
convention, the stage scenery and 
equipment can be elevated to a storage 
roof and the entire building converted 
into a huge convention hall, with a 
balcony circling the whole structufe 
and a large gallery at both ends. 


Rostrum and Platform. 


In preparation for the convention, 
the rostrum and platform will be 
erected at the west side o fthe audi- 
torium with the seats for the delegates 
ani alternates extending along the 
floor of the stage proper. Upon the plat- 
form there will be 445 seats, which will 
be reserved for the members of the na- 
tional committe and for the guests of 
honor. The number of seats on the ros- 
trum will be !0!. Directly in front of 
the chairman’s platform on the rostrum 
will be four seats and tables for the 
noiseless telegraph instruments of the 
news service.’ Additional room for these 
news services and for the telegraph 
companies is arranged in the basement. 
Desks and geats for the newspaper men 
and special writers will be arranged 
in a half circle about the rgstrum in 
such a manner as to give each writer 
an unobstructed view of the speaker 
and within easy hearing distance. Ther 
will be 303 seats in this section, each 
seat having a space of 24 inches wide. 


Seats for the Delegates. 


Seats for the delegates in front 
of the rostrum are arranged 
nearly in the center of the building. 
The exact number of seats is 1,005 and 
immediately behind this section are the 
seats of the alternates, also [,005 in 
number. The remainder of the first floor 
sectiong will contain reserved seats for 
the public, there being a total seating 
capacity of 6,006 for the main floor. 

The front rows in the balcony and 
gallery will be reserved for the fami- 
lies of the delegates, alternates and 
the convention officrs. The actual seat- 
ing capacity of the balcony will be 3.- 
625 and of the gallery 1,889. This makes 
a total of 11,521 seats, but at least 600 
more people can be accommodated in 
an emergency. The auditorium is con- 
structed without pillars or posts to ob- 
struct the view and the acoustic 
properties will be so perfect that a 
speaker can be heard from any part 
of the building. 

The auditorium will be fire proof, 
no wooden material of any sort being 
used in fts construction, even the 
sashes in the windows and the laths 
being of iron.

The market opened steady at a de- 
cline of 1@7 points, in response to lower 
cables and during the morning sold off 
to a net decline of 12 points, 
realizing by recent buyers Who were in- 
fluenced by the apathy of the English 
Market and the absence of Wall street 
bull support which they had possibly 
counted upon, following an interview 
with one of the leading Wall street 
operators after the government report 
was issued last Tuesday, predicting such 
higher prices. After selling at a net 
decline of {2 points, however, the mar- 
ket was steadied by covering of shorts 
and during the afternoon ruled generally 
ssteady to frm, with new crop months 
reaching the highest prices so far for 
the bull movement. Reports of rain 
in parts of- the central and western belt 
that precipitation has recently been 
heavy, and fear of floods and overflows 
in the Red river and parts of the Mis- 
sissippi were the ‘bullish factors. At 
the best point July solid 8 points net 
higher while the new crop was /!2 to 13 
pointe net higher. The close was within 
a point or two of the best on active 
months, and there seemed to be some 
support from Wall street bulls On the 
late advance Southern spot markets 
officially reported were unchanged to 
Mc higher.

Believed to Have Had Assistance 
of the Banking and Financial 
World, Whose Needs 

Were Paraualiel. : 


New York, June 4—The heavy and 
uncertain tone of the day’s stock mar- 
ket was due, more than anything else 
to the question what is to take the 
place as a market influence of antici- 
pated Union Pacific financing. Now 
that that transaction seems to be defi- 
nitely concluded, the extent to which 
market operations hffve hinged on this 
topic for many weeks past would as- 
tonish the uninformed observer striv- 
ing to read a reflection of current 
events in the daily trading at the stock 
exchange. The initiation of the earli- 
est movement in the 
state of lethargy after the financial 


Pacific property !n conjunction 
wealthy speculators who usually make 
that stock and a few others the favor- 
ite mediums of their market opera- 
tions. The design of the movement 
was confidently inferred to be to pave 
the way for the offering of the Union 
Pacific bonds by making demonstra- 
tion of confidence to supplement the 
growing plenitude of capital supplies 
as an incentive to investment The 
movement was believed to have the 
countenance, if not the active assis- 
tance, of the banking and financial 
world In general, whose needs were 
parallel to those of Union Pacific. The 
market movement, as a whole, however, 
has moved in close sympathy with 
Union Pacific throughout. The sharp 
reaction which culminated last week, 
followed the raising of doubts over the 
success of the Union Pacific financing 
and strong a rebound began with the 
early intimations that the project was 
to go. through. With this influence on 
the market seemingly eliminated, it is 
not surprising that the trading ele- 
ment tn the market should pause to 
ask themselves what is to be the I!n- 
spiration for further movement. The 
fears for further unsettlement in the 
steel trade made a supplementary in- 
fluence in precipitating the decline in 
prices. There was some appreciable 
liquidation of United §tates Steel to- 
day which was notable on account of 
the recent narrow dimensions of the 
market and its confinement to profes- 
sional channels. The feeling is quite 
general in financial circles that a gen- 
eral adjustment of prices must occur 
in steel products, There has not been 
lackine criticism that such a course 
was not adopted sooner and good effect 
on the demand is looked for as a re- 
eult. The tneclusion of the wage ad- 
justment problem in the revision of 
price schedules is the main source of 
anxiety over the new development. The 
outcome of the attempt to maintain 
prices of steel products and 80 avoid 
a revision of wage schedules is felt 
also to bear by implication on the 
project to secure an advance in freight 
rates on the plea that it is necessary 
to avoid reduction of wages of rail- 
road employees. This project has been 
strongly opposed by various classes of 
relished by those committed to the con- 
cess is felt to be decided, probably in 
the negative, if steel prices are _ to 
come down. The prospect of wage 
controversies, especially with a nation- 
al political, campaign in progrss, is not 
rlishd by those committed to the con- 
servation of securities prices.
